Quantities of yarn are approximate as they are based on average 
requirements. 


Check actual yarn colour — as printing may not match yarn 
exactly. 



Pair each 2V4 mm and 3 mm needles. 
Length of ribbon for Jacket, Mitts and 
Bootees. 4 Buttons. 

Tension 

On 3 mm needles, 30 sts and 38 rows 
to 10 cm (stocking st). 

It is important to check your tension 
before starting your garment. If there 
are too many stitches to 10 cm, your 
tension is tight and you should change 
to a larger size needle. If there are too 
few, your tension is loose and you 
should change to a smaller size 
needle. 

Caution 

It is essential to work to the stated 
tension, and we cannot accept 
responsibility for the finished product if 
any yarn other than the specified yarn is 
used. 

Abbreviations 

K = knit; P = purl; st = stitch; garter 
St = every row K; tog = together; inc = 
increase by working into front and back 
of St; alt = alternate; rep = repeat; 
cont = continue; rem = remain(ing); 
RS = right side; WS = wrong side; cm = 
centimetres; in = inches; mm = milli- 
metres; sL1K = slip 1 knitways; yfwd = 
yarn forward; yrn = yarn round needle; 
yon = yarn on needle; psso = pass slip st 
over; patt = pattern. 

KFB = knit into front and back of yfwd. 

Kw3 = insert right hand needle into next 
st, wind yarn three times round needle, 
pull loops through (3 loops on needle). 

PI 5tog = slip next 15 sts purlways onto 
right hand needle, dropping extra loops 



of previous row, slip these 15 sts back 
onto left hand needle and P15tog. 

Aftercare Instructions: 

Do not dry handknits in harsh sunlight 
as fading or yellowing may occur. 

You may tumble dry your garment with 
confidence in any domestic tumble 
dryer at temperatures of up to 60°C. 
Recommended by Hoover. 



JACKET 



BACK 

With 3 mm needles, cast on 104 sts and 
K 3 rows. 

** Patt thus: 

Rowl— (RS), K. Row2— K2, * PI 5, K2; 
rep from * to end. Row 3 — K2, * yfwd, 
sLI K, K1 , psso, K1 1 , K2tog, yfwd, K2; rep 
from * to end. 

Row 4— K2, * KFB, K13, KFB, K2; rep 
from * to end. 

Row 5 — K2, * (yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso) 
twice, K9, (K2tog, yfwd) twice, K2; rep 
from * to end. 

Row 6— K2, * KFB, K1 , KFB, K1 1 , KFB, 
K1, KFB, K2; rep from * to end. Row 
7— K. Rows— K2, * P3, (Kw3) 15 times, 
P3, K2; rep from * to end. 

Row 9 — K2, *yfwd, sLI K, K1 , psso, yfwd, 
K1, yrn, P15tog, yon, K1, yfwd, K2tog, 
yfwd, K2; rep from * to end. 

Row 10— K2, * KFB, K1, KFB, K5, KFB, 
K1, KFB, K2; rep from * to end. 

These 10 rows form patt. Cont in patt for 
a further 35 rows.** 

Place a marker at each end of last row. 
Work 5 rows, thus ending with RS facing. 
Leave sts on a spare needle. 



RIGHT FRONT 

With 3 mm needles, cast on 53 sts and 
K 3 rows. Work as Back from ** to **. 
Place a marker at side edge of last row. 
Work 5 rows, thus ending with RS facing. 
Leave sts on a spare needle. 

LEFT FRONT 

Work as Right Front. 

SLEEVES 

With 3 mm needles, cast on 53 sts. 
Row 1 — (WS), K. Row 2 — K1, * yfwd, 
K2tog; rep from * to end. Row 3 — K. 
Now patt as on Back for 45 rows. Place 
a marker at each end of last row. Work 

5 rows, thus ending with RS facing. Leave 
sts on a spare needle. 

Yoke 

With WS facing, slip sts onto 2¥4 mm 
needle as follows: Left Front, Left Sleeve, 
Back, Right Sleeve, Right Front (316 sts). 

Work thus: 

Row 1 — (RS), K4, * K2tog; rep from * to 
last 4 sts, K4 (162 sts). Row 2 — K. 
Row 3 — * K2tog, yfwd; rep from * to last 
2 sts, K2. Row 4— K. Row 5— K2, P to 
last 2 sts, K2. Row 6 — K2, *K1, PI; rep 
from * to last 2 sts, K2. Rows 7 to 
10 — As row 6 4 times. 

Row 11 — K2, * P4, P2tog; rep from * to 
last 4 sts, P2, K2 (136 sts). 

Row 12 — K2, PI, * yrn, P2tog; rep from 

* to last 3 sts, PI, yon, K2tog. Row 
13 — As row 5. Rows 14 to 18 — As row 

6 5 times. 

Row 19 — K2, *P1, P2tog; rep from * to 
last 2 sts, K2 (92 sts). 

Row 20 — K2, PI, * yrn, P2tog; rep from 

* to last 3 sts, PI, yon, K2tog. Row 
21 — As row 5. 

Rows 22 to 26 — As row 6 5 times. 
Row 27 — K2, * PI, P2tog; rep from * to 
last 3 sts, PI, K2 (63 sts). 

Row 28 — K2, * yrn, P2tog; rep from * to 
last 3 sts, PI , yon, K2tog. 

Row 29 — As row 5. Cast off knitways. 

Do not press. Sew Sleeves in place to 
markers. 

Join side and sleeve seams. Thread 
ribbon loosely through eyelets at neck 
and start of yoke. Sew in place. Sew on 
buttons to correspond with holes at front 
edge of yoke. 



HELMET 



Ear Flaps ( 2 ) 

With 3 mm needles, cast on 3 sts and 
starting with WS facing, work in garter st 
for 25 cm, ending with WS facing for next 
row. Inc 1 st at each end of next 6 rows 
(15 sts). Work 6 rows, thus ending with 
WS facing. Leave sts on a spare needle. 

With 3 mm needles, cast on 13 sts, K15 
from first Ear Flap, cast on 36 sts, K15 
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from second Ear Flap, then cast on 1 3 sts 
(92 sts). 

Patt thus: 

Row 1— (RS), K. 

Row2— K9, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, PI 5, K2, 
yfwd, K2tog *, K28; rep from * to * once 
more, K9. 

Row 3 — K13, * yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso, 
K1 1, K2tog, yfwd *, K36; rep from * to * 
once more, K13. 

Row4— K9, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, KFB, K13, 
KFB, K2, yfwd, K2tog *, K28; rep from * 
to * once more, K9. 

Row 5 — K13, * (yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso) 
twice, K9, (K2tog, yfwd) twice *, K36; rep 
from * to * once more, K13. 

Row 6— K9, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, KFB, K1 , 
KFB, K1 1 , KFB, K1 , KFB, K2, yfwd, K2tog 
*, K28; rep from * to * once more, K9. 
Row 7— K. 

Row 8— K9, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, P3, (Kw3) 
15 times, P3, K2, yfwd, K2tog *, K28; rep 
from * to * once more, K9. 

Row 9 — K13, * yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso, 
yfwd, K1, yrn, P15tog, yon, K1, yfwd, 
K2tog, yfwd *, K36; rep from * to * once 
more, K13. 

Row 10— K9, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, KFB, K1 , 
KFB, K5, KFB, K1, KFB, K2, yfwd, K2tog 
*, K28; rep from * to * once more, K9. 

Rows 11 to 15 — As rows 1 to 5. 

Shape crown 

Row 1 — K5, K2tog, K2, * K2tog, yfwd, 
K2, KFB, K1, KFB, K11, KFB, K1, KFB, 
K2, yfwd, K2tog *, (K8, K2tog) twice, K8; 
rep from * to * once more, K2, K2tog, K5. 

Row 2 — K./' 

Row 3— K8, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, P3, (Kw3) 
15 times, P3, K2, yfwd, K2tog *, K26; rep 
from * to * once more, K8. 

Row 4 — K12, * yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso, 
yfwd, K1, yrn, P15tog, yon, K1, yfwd, 
K2tog, yfwd *, K34; rep from * to * once 
more, K12. 

Row 5— K8, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, KFB, K1 , 
KFB, K5, KFB, K1, KFB, K2, yfwd, K2tog 
*, K26; rep from * to * once more, K8^ 

Row 6— K. 

Row 7 — K4, K2tog, K2, * K2tog, yfwd, 
K2, PI 5, K2, yfwd, K2tog *, K7, K2tog, 
K8, K2tog, K7; rep from * to * once more, 
K2, K2tog, K4. 

Row 8 — K11, * yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso, 
K1 1 , K2tog, yfwd *, K32; rep from * to * 
once more, K1 1. 

Row9— K7, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, KFB, K13, 
KFB, K2, yfwd, K2tog *, K24; rep from * 
to * once more, K7. 

Row 10 — K11, * (yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso) 
twice, K9, (K2tog, yfwd) twice *, K32; rep 
from * to * once more, K1 1 . 

Row 11— K7, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, KFB, K1 , 



KFB, K1 1 , KFB, K1 , KFB, K2, yfwd, K2tog 
*, K24; rep from * to * once more, K7. 

Row 12— K. 

Row 13 — K3, K2tog, K2, * K2tog, yfwd, 
K2, P3, (Kw3) 15 times, P3, K2, yfwd, 
K2tog *, K6, K2tog, K8, K2tog, K6; rep 
from * to * once more, K2, K2tog, K3. 
Row 14 — K10, * yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso, 
yfwd, K1, yrn, P15tog, yon, K1, yfwd, 
K2tog, yfwd *, K30; rep from * to * once 
more, K10. 

Row 15— K6, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, KFB, K1, 
KFB, K5, KFB, K1, KFB, K2, yfwd, K2tog 
*, K22; rep from * to * once more, K6. 

Row 16— K. 

Row 17 — K6, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, PI 5, K2, 
yfwd, K2tog *, K22; rep from * to * once 
more, K6. 

Row 18— K10, * yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso, 
K1 1, K2tog, yfwd *, K30; rep from * to * 
once more, K10. 

Row 19 — K2, K2tog, K2, *K2tog, yfwd, 
K2, KFB, K13, KFB, K2, yfwd, K2tog *, 
K5, K2tog, K8, K2tog, K5; rep from * to 
* once more, K2, K2tog, K2. 

Row 20— K9, * (yfwd, sLI K, K1 , psso) 
twice, K9, (K2tog, yfwd) twice *, K28; rep 
from * to * once more, K9. 

Row 21— K5, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, KFB, K1 , 
KFB, K1 1 , KFB, K1 , KFB, K2, yfwd, K2tog 
*, K20; rep from * to * once more, K5. 
Row 22— K. 

Row23— K5, *K2tog, yfwd, K2, P3, (Kw3) 
15 times, P3, K2, yfwd, K2tog *, K20; rep 
from * to * once more, K5. 

Row 24 — K9, * yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso, 
yfwd, K1, yrn, P15tog, yon, K1, yfwd, 
K2tog, yfwd *, K28; rep from * to * once 
more, K9. 

Row 25 — K1, K2tog, K2, *K2tog, yfwd, 
K2, KFB, K1 , KFB, K5, KFB K1 , KFB, K2, 
yfwd, K2tog *, K4, K2tog, K8, K2tog, K4; 
rep from * to * once more, K2, K2tog, K1 
(72 sts). 

Shape top 

Row 1 — K2, * yfwd, K2tog; rep from * to 
end. 

Row 2— K. 

Row 3— K11, (K2tog, K10) 5 times, K1. 
(67 sts). Row 4 and every alt row— K. 

Row 5 — K1, * K4, K2tog; rep from * to 
end. 

Row 7 — K1, * K3, K2tog; rep from * to 
end. 

Row 9 — K1, * K2, K2tog.; rep from * to 
end. 

Row 11 — K1, * K1, K2tog; rep from * to 
end. 

Row 12— K 

Break yarn, thread through rem sts and 
fasten off. 

Do not press. Join back seam. Make 
small pompom and sew on top of helmet. 



MITTS 



LEFT MITT 

** With 3 mm needles, cast on 38 sts. K 
3 rows. Work in garter st, placing first 3 
rows of patt thus: 

Row 1— (RS), K.** 

Row 2— K21 , PI 5, K2. Row 3— K2, yfwd, 
sLIK, K1, psso, K11, K2tog, yfwd, K21. 
*** These 3 rows set patt as on Helmet. 
Cont in patt for a further 17 rows. K 2 
rows. 

Next row — K1, * yfwd, K2tog; rep from 
* to last St, K1 . 

Work in garter st for 4 cm, ending with 
RS facing for next row. 

Shape top 

Row 1 — K3, * K2tog, K3; rep from * to 
end. 

Rows 2 and 4 — K. 

Row 3 — K3, * K2tog, K2; rep from * to 
end. 

Row 5 — * K1 , K2tog; rep from * to end. 
Row 6 — K. Cast off. *** 

RIGHT MITT 

Work as Left Mitt from ** to **. 

Row 2— K2, PI 5, K21. Row 3— K21„ 
yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso, K11, K2tog, yfwd, 
K2. 

Work as Left Mitt from *** to ***. 

Do not press. Join top and side seam. 
Thread ribbon through eyelets at wrist. 



BOOTEES 



With 3 mm needles, cast on 39 sts and 
K 3 rows. Work in garter st placing first 
3 rows of patt thus: 

Row 1— (RS), K. 

Row 2— K12, PI 5, K12. Row 3— K12, 
yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso, K11, K2tog, yfwd, 
K12. 

These 3 rows set patt as on Helmet. Cont 
in patt for a further 17 rows. K 2 rows. 

Next row — K2, * yfwd, K2tog; rep from 
* to iast st, K1. Next row — K. 

Divide for instep 

Row 1— K24, turn. Row 2 — K9, turn. 
Cont in garter st on these 9 sts for 5 cm, 
ending with RS facing for next row. Break 
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yarn. With RS facing, rejoin yarn to inside 
edge f 15 sts, knit up 11 sts along side 
of instep, K across 9 sts on needle, knit 
up 1 1 sts down other side of instep, then 
K rem 15 sts (61 sts). K 9 rows. 

Shape foot 

Row 1— K2tog, K22, K2tog, K9, sLIK, 



K1, psso, K22, sLIK, K1, psso. Rows 2 
and 4— K. 

Row 3— K2tog, K20, K2tog, K9, sLIK, 
K1, psso, K20, sLIK, K1, psso. 

Row 5— K2tog, K18, K2tog, K9, sLIK, 
K1, psso, K18, sLIK, K1, psso. Row 
6— K. 



Cast off. 

Do not press. Join foot and back seam. 
Thread ribbon through eyelets at ankles.
